Davison-Warner Laud Aviation Progress 


Air Transport Value Shown 
By HON. F. T. DAVISON, 
Assistant Secretary of War. 

(COMPLETING on June 7th an inspec- 

tion trip which covered practically all 
of the principal air stations in the United 
States, including Air Corps activities on 
the West Coast, a flying distance of ap- 
proximately 6,000 miles, an extremely 
interesting proof of the practicability of 
air transports was demonstrated. 

The o@bound flight was made over 
the Army airways from Washington to 
San Antonio; from San Antonio to San 
Diego, Calif., and the return flight from 
San Francisco was made over the air 
mail route to New York and thence to 
Washington. The entire flight was made 
without untoward incident, being 
made en schedule at all times. 

An extremely interesting proof of the 
skill and ability of the Army Air Corps 
pilots was demonstrated while en route 
from St. Leuis to San Antonio. Warn- 
ings of a cyclone had been given before 
the take-off at St. Louis, but pilots were 
advised that they could proceed safely 
for five hours. Adverse winds were en- 
countered and an landing 
was made at Springfield, Mo., in an un- 
prepared field. Within an hour after 
our plane was on the ground, 12 other 
Army planes safely landed in this field 
to take on fresh gasoline and await the 
passing of the cyclone. None of the 1% 
pilots had ever landed in this field before 
and all planes got down and got away in 
spite of the adverse conditions.

Geneva Parley Delegates Get Instructions

THE Three Nations, which will take 

part in the "Naval Conference to 
convene at Geneva on June 20, have 
named their Delegates and _ issued to 


them the instructions under which they 
will conduct negotiations. 
Each Government will be represented 


by some of its ablest diplomatie and 
naval brains. President Coolidge and 


Secretary of State Kellogg are not con- 


cerned at the flock of delegates which 
will promote the aims of the United 
Kingdom and each of the Dominions. not

It is their belief that 
the American Delegation comprises men 
of sound common sense and judgment. 
and that they are fully competent to 
take care of American interests. 

To Uphold 5-5-3 Ratio. 

As the United States called the Con- 
ference, Ambassador Gibson, speaking 
for the United States, will be expected 
to make the first announcement. just as 
Secretary Hughes did at the Washington 
Conference. There is, however, a tre- 
mendous difference between the strength, 
actual and developing, with which Mr. 
Hughes could deal and that which Mr. 
Gibson must discuss. Obviously, it wouid 
be unwise to reveal at this time the in- 
structions under which the American 
Delegation will act. It is permissible to 
say only that the United States will in- 
sist upon the application of the 5-5-3 
standard to all classes of ships. 

This will mean either that Great 
Britain must scrap a large number of 
her cruisers and Japan a smaller num- 
ber, or the United States will be put in

Japan would be willing to limit the ton- 
nage of submatines, since that would 
prevent such vessels from crossing the 
Pacific. The American Delegation wil! 

It 
can be stated, however, that the matter 
of submarines will loom in the discus- 
sion as prominently as cruisers.

Dress Uniform For 
Army Is Predicted 





RETURN of the Regular Army Officers 

to the blue uniform for dress is con- 
fidently predicted in War Department 
circles. This was one of the many ques- 
tions discussed at the General Officers’ 
Convention which adjourned early this 
week and a wide difference of opinion 
was expressed. Opponents based their 
objections solely on the expense involved 
especially among junior officers, while 
the proponents argued that at present 
the necessity of utilizing the service 
uniform for work and dress necessitated 
an excessive “replacement” which would 
be obviated by the new plan. 

Maj. General Summerall is known to 
favor heartily the return to the blue 
with the agreement that it will not be 
made compulsory for officers of the Re- 
serve and National Guard to adopt it. 

Maj. General W. G. Price, jr., who 
commands the Pennsylvania National 
Guard and is President of the National 
Guard Association of the U. S., is alse 
an ardent advocate and the regular offi- 
cer personnel in the main are believed 
to favor a return to the blue. The Re- 
serve Officers’ Association is likewise 
known to favor it. 

Unoflicial comment on the work ac- 
complished by the Convention indicates 
that the results achieved will be reflected 
in many improvements as the minutes 
are being compiled and will be submitted 
to the Genera! Staff to serve as the basis 
for recommendations for numerous 
changes.

Reserve Decision Made 
()RDERS will be issued in a few days 

by Secretary Davis placing all mat- 
ters relating to the Organized Reserves 
and the Officers’ Reserve Corps directly 
under Assistant Secretary MacNider. 

Colonel David L. Stone, Executive in 
charge of Reserve Affairs, will function 
under Colonel MacNider. 

Besides confiding authority in his As- 
sistant, Secretary Davis has approved 
modifications of the promotion regula- 
tions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
These modifications are generally in ac- 
cordance with the recommendations of 
the Reserve Officers’ Committee, of which 
Brig. Gen. Roy A. Hoffman, President 
of the R. O. A., was chairman. 

The action taken by the Secretary was 
based upon the recommendation of Major 
General Summerall, Chief of Staff, and 
followed conferences between him and 
Colonel MacNider, and a revised study 
made by the General Staff. 

General Summerall is exceedingly 
anxious to increase the efficiency of the 
Reserves and to assure the most har- 
monious relations between them and the 
Regular Establishment. This attitude 
caused his conclusion to urge the Secre- 
tary of War to transfer control of the 
Reserves to Colonel MacNider. It is 
known the Secretary gave careful con- 
sideration to the views of his Assistant 
Secretary and Chief of Staff, and, moved 
by the same reasons as his subordinates, 
he decided to make the former respon- 
sible for Reserve Affairs. 

The regulations as modified will per- 
mit promotions above the grade of Major 
in the combat branch of the Reserve 
Corps, provided the candidates pass pre- 
cisely the same examinations as Regular 
Officers. This requirement will be ap-

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~ Editors Strongly Approve Coolidge Memorial Day Speech On Defense 





PRESIDENT COOLIDGE, according to a large part of the press, struck the key- 

note of the American attitude in regard to the question of National Defense in 
his address delivered at Arlington on Memorial Day. Southern Democratic papers 
noted signs of chauvinism in his discourse but in the main the speech met with gen- 
eral approval although surprise was expressed by some editors that even granting 
the occasion, the speech, for one of the President’s temperament, was unusually fer- 
vent in its appreciation of the armed forces of the country. Some there were who 
saw in it the old Rooseveltian policy of walking softly but carrying a big stick, 
modified, however, by Coolidge finesse. The portions dealing with an adequate de- 
fense policy and the remarks on sectionalism and its evils constituted the high lights 


of his address for editors. 


(THE Wichita (Kans.) Beacon (Republican) believes the address will fill pacifists 

“and other species of the genus Americanus Apologeticus” with rage and make 
them assume a decidedly unpacifistic attitude, for, says the Beacon, “our usually 
and placid and mild-spoken President goes so far as to say that even offensive boast- 
fulness is less to be criticized than an attitude of apologetic inferiority.” The Beacon 
pays a splendid tribute to the Army and Navy when it says: 

“Although he does not voice the sentiment in precise terms, there is, running 
through his address, the idea that the great humanitarian international projects of 
the United States would not be feasible or possible if this nation itself were not ade- 
quately armed and ready. * * * It is significent that when great catastrophes come 
in foreign lands the United States has a hand in bringing order out of chaos, and 
the American Army and Navy are always in the forefront of the humanitarian un- 
dertaking. In the minds of the pacifists, which work mostly by academic and the- 
oretic process, the use of any army or navy means only one thing, imperialism and 
brutal militarism. As a matter of fact the opposite is very often the case, the Amer- 
ican Army and Navy are often the essential agencies of great humanitarian projects.” 


HE Pueblo (Colo.) Star-Journal (Independent) is one of the papers that feels 

that the President stated “very accurately” the views of the American people 
concerning the substitution of reason for force in the settlement of international 
disputes.” This, the Star-Journal says, “is not the policy of a timid people that the 
President defines but the deliberate conclusion of a nation powerful enough to stand 
on its own feet, yet believing that ‘judgments of righteousness’ should prevail.” 

The St. Louis Star (Democratic) brands the address as “a curious piece of logic 
and argument” open to wide interpretation, as was shown by the correspondents 
who reported it. “Some took it as a plea for gradual disarmament; others as a pre- 
paredness plea. Some saw in the phrases relative to the eventual substitution of 
reason and law for force and compulsion announcements of a new era of world peace; 
Germany, at least, saw them as thinly disguised hypocrisy. The President spoke of 
America being the object of envy on the part of some unarmed power. * * * That 
section of his address puts us in the light of distrusting the world at large and of 
fearing war is coming and that we must be prepared for such a contingency. It is a 
line of thought of great potential harm, if nothing else. * * * It was not a fortunate 
speech, for the pleas for international understanding in at least one instance have 


fallen flat.” 








HE Indianapolis News (Republican) gives a hearty endorsement to the Presi. 
dent’s speech, when it says: 

“His outline of the general policy of the United States towards its neighbors js 
an admirable summary of the moving force in American diplomacy. * * * We feel 
that there will be substantial agreement among all Americans that the President 
voiced the best foreign policy that the country can adopt in the light of present 
world conditions, a policy of continuous pressure for world peace but with an Army 
and Navy sufficient to afford adequate protection in case another ambitious foreign 
power rises again to assert world supremacy by force.” . 


THE Manchester (N. H.) Union (Republican) thinks that many Americans find it 

difficult to harmonize the peace proposals of the Administration with the pres- 
ence of our soldiers and sailors abroad but that no one who heard the Memorial Day 
speech of the President will fail to understand his policy. : 

“America seeks peace abroad, but peace through law, the only peace we believe 
possible. Our soldiers are policemen, and while America defends her rights at home 
and abroad, and will defend them, she seeks an intercourse with other nations that 
shall be fair and just, and she works for the establishment of harmony through law 
everywhere.” 


THE Birmingham Age-Herald (Democratic), under the caption, “Marching as to 

War,” says that in the speech there was much lip-service to peace but more em. 
phasis on force. Professions of goodwill but “constant avowals of arrogance” and 
that the effect given was that the President had “consciously or unconsciously, sold 
out to the militarists and imperialists.” Replying to the President’s words, “When 
this nation has been compelled to resort to war, it has always been for a justifiable 
cause,” ete., ete., the Age-Herald rejoinder is: 

“And this is offered in the teeth of the imperialistic policy which the Adminis- 
tration has been pursuing, in the teeth of indisputable historic facts. We took armed 
possession of Haiti and Nicaragua. Was there no lust of conquest, no craving for 
power, no greed for territory, involved in these wars? * * * Mr. Coolidge’s idea ap- 
parently is that we have been decent when and where our relations with great powers 
were concerned but shouldn’t the same good rule apply in our attitude toward the 
struggling small fry among the nations of the world? 

“A good speech, my masters, but rather a paltry utterance for Memorial Day.” 


"THE Washington Star (Independent) expresses approval unqualified of the Mee 

morial Day address and says that while not forgetting the real goal of Ame ica, 
peace and helpfulness, the President “ranged himself squarely on the side of ade- 
quate preparedness to meet attacks from without. * * * President Coolidge has not 
been one of those who proclaim the right of American citizens to life and protection 
under the law and let it go at that. When American lives and property have been 
endangered abroad and at home, he has been prompt to use if necessary the armed 
forces of the United States to safeguard them. He has demonstrated his belief that 
an army and navy are not mere figures to be paraded hither and thither, but are 
forces to be used when right and justice demand their use.”

ground and air troops. One of the most 
outstanding flights in the history of mili- 
tary aviation was made by 18 planes of 
the First Pursuit Group in flying from 
Selfridge Field, Mt. Clemens, Mich., the 
northern border of the United States, to 
San Antonio, the southern border, in the 
elapsed time of 13 hours, at the rate of 
126 miles an hour. The planes took off 
and landed together, carrying their full 
military load, and experienced no trouble 
whatsoever. 

This demonstration as well as the fact 
that 109 airplanes started for San An- 
tonio and 108 arrived from Air Corps 
stations all over the United States, flying 
a distance of 286,300 miles with but one 
minor accident, which prevented only one 
of the airplanes from arriving at San 
Antonio, answers in a practical way the 
critics of our Air Corps and its equip- 
ment. 

We found people on the West Coast 
air-minded and thoroughly alive to the 
possibilities of commercial aviation. At 
the present time there are several com- 
mercial air lines successfully operated 
between the principal cities in the West, 
that is, Salt Lake City, San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. San Francisco, Oak- 
land, Los Angeles and San Diego have 
been very active in establishing munici- 
pal airports which should prove inviting 
to aircraft manufacturers and air 
transport organizations. 

The Army five-year construction pro- 
gram calls for the establishment of a 
bombardment wing on the West Coast, 
consisting of 27 bombardment planes, 48 
pursuit planes, an observation squadron 
and a photographic detachment. In ad- 
dition, at March Field, Riverside, Calif., 
which is now a supply depot, the Army 
Air Corps will locate a pursuit group. 

People everywhere throughout the 
country were keenly interested in the 
Corps. The people of the West Coast 
are very anxious that the Pacific be 
flown by our Americans and they are 
offering many prizes for a successful 
flight to Honolulu.

of ships and aircraft, and his broad 
comprehension of American interna- 
tional and naval requirements.

and that you are trying to give us 
a bigger and better perspective, but 


I do not believe you should undertake 
to do this at the sacrifice of boiling 
down or crowding out items concern- 
ing the intimate personal affairs of 
your readers, in which they are—per- 
haps quite selfishly—far more inter- 
ested than they are in this ‘broaden- 
ing stuff.’ 

“Listing the contents of the Journal 
in the order of importance, I would 
say that the official orders should 
come first of all; then a complete list 
of all the births, deaths and mar- 
riages; next, all of the social activ- 
ities of all the Services everywhere.

“I think your arrangement of Army 


news on the Army Page, Navy news 
on the Navy Page, etc., is splendid, 
because readers know exactly where 
to turn every week to find what they 
are most interested in. However, I 
cannot take you quite seriously when 
you publish two or three columns of 
Army notes and ask me to believe 
that this is a complete chronicle of 
everything of interest that has hap- 
pened in the big, far-flung Army since 
edition. 


I read your next preceding 
You may say that space conditions 
cramp your style, but if you would 


omit some or all of those special ar- 
ticles signed by people who are blow- 
ing their own horns, I am confident 
you would have the necessary space 
to give us a complete chronicle of 
events and probabilities. 

“You undoubtedly have received let- 
ters from the higher-ups and the 
older officers expressing appreciation 
and approval of your broader policy, 
but there is a reason for this. They 
look upon the Journal of today as an 
educational factor for the Services. 
They also like it because you edit the 
Journal from the _post-graduate’s 
point of view. But what of the un- 
dergraduates—the men in the lower 
? They greatly outnumber the 
higher-ups. They have enough of lec- 
tures, schooling, training, orders, etc., 
in their every day work to ‘improve 
their minds.’ Ought they not to be 
able to pick up the Journal each 
week, sit back and relax and enjoy 
something written in a lighter vein? 
Why be so deadly serious all the 


grades 


time? Has the Journal taken on the 
job of producing a better, more in- 


telligent and more efficient Army and 


Navy? I will answer the question for 
you: That is exactly what the Journal 
has done. But whether that is the 


function of the Journal is for Service 
people to say, and they will say it 
with subscriptions. 

“IT know that a newspaper’s influ- 
ence is measured by the number of 
subscribers it has, for a paper with a 
big circulation is always more power- 
ful than a paper with a small circula- 
tion. Therefore, it may be that you 
do not do more for the Services be- 
cause the members of the Services 
do not do more for you. As a reader 
of the Journal for many years, I can- 
not imagine anybody in the Service 
getting along without it. To me it is 
absolutely necessary as a means of 


learning what is going on. I know 
nothing about your circulation but I 
will say this: A Service newspaper 


which publishes all the news is indis- 
pensable to Service people and they 
ought to be willing to pay for what 
they know is necessary. You owe the 
members of the Services complete in- 
formation every week and I think the 
Service members owe it to you to 
support the Journal wholeheartedly, 
and by their support increase its in- 
fluence. After all, it is more neces- 
sary that Service people have the 
Journal than it is for you to publish 
the Journal. I rather imagine you 
could more profitably employ your 
capital and time in other directions, 
but Service people must stick to the 
Journal—they have for 64 years and 
they probably will for 64 more. 

“When I say ‘Hoping you will pub- 
lish your paper the way I want it 
published,’ I think I am voicing the 
sentiments of each individual in all 
the Services.”

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ARMY OFFICERS WELL FITTED FOR CITY MANAGEMENT. 

MONG administrative tasks in which Army officers are distinguishing themselves 
is the field of city management for which they seem particularly well adapted. 
After a year’s service, Col. C. O. Sherrill, now City Manager of Cincinnati, has 

made such an excellent record that all political factions have endorsed his admin- 
istration, which is described in the local press as “epochal” and “thoroughly first- 
class.” 
Col. Sherrill, who resigned from the Corps of Engineers, U. S. Army, to accept 
the Cincinnati City Managership, says: 

“My experience here in Cincinnati following five and one-half years of similar 
work in Washington convinces me that there is no better training for high com- 
mand in time of war than the management of a city in time of peace. As a matter 
of fact, the management of a large city has many features of resemblance to the 
command of a division, corps or army in action.” 

Many officers of the Army hold the same view as Col. Sherrill and the suggestion 
has been advanced that more officers be made available for this kind of service 
under an equitable arrangement such as leave without pay, thus insuring the officers’ 
retention in the Service. 

The work of Army officers acting as Engineer Commissioner in the District of 
Columbia has created a demand from various cities for Army officers as City 
Managers, but officers at present cannot accept such offers without sacrificing their 
commissions as Col. Sherrill did. 





PLAN TO INTERCHANGE ACADEMY INSTRUCTORS FAVORED. 
with the coming convention of Commandants of all Service Schools of the Army 
to be held at the War Department, Washington, D. C., commencing June 20, at 
which there will be a general discussion of curriculums and an interchange of ideas, 
it is interesting to hear much favorable comment upon a proposal by Brigadier 
General Merch B. Stewart, U. S. A., Commandant of the U. S. M. A. 

General Stewart’s plan calls for an interchange of instructors for both West 
Point and Annapolis with a view towards inculcating the necessity of coordination 
between the Army and the Navy in every practical way. 

It is definitely known that a movement is on foot to change the curriculums at 
both Service Academies to include courses of instruction in Naval Tactics for West 
Point and in Military Strategy at Annapolis and it is understood that one of the 
most important topics of discussion at the forthcoming meeting will bear directly 
not only upon the advisabiilty of this radical change but upon the possibility and 
practicability of extending the proposal to the Advanced Schools of both Services. 

That the Navy will undoubtedly cooperate in any endeavors along this line is 
evidenced by the fact that Admiral C. F. Hughes, Commander-in-Chief of the Fleet, 
recently not only invited the senior class of Cadets of the Military Academy to in- 
spect the Fleet upon its recent visit in New. York but is the first Admiral of the 
United States Navy to review the Corps of Cadets. 





SERVICES COORDINATING LEGISLATION FOR NEXT CONGRESS. 
EGISLATIVE preparations in the- War Department and Navy Department took 
on an entirely new aspect during the week when it became known that the 
Joint Service Board, consisting of Admiral E. W. Eberle, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions; Major General C. P. Summerall, Chief of Staff, and two assistants from each 
service, had decided upon an entirely new method of submitting proposed legislation 
to the Congress. 

Due to criticism by various members of the Naval and Military Committees of 
Congress over the confusion aroused in their minds when various legislative items 
are laid before them, it is understood that the two Services have at last attained 
nearly perfect coordination in legislative matters, and the 70th Congress, meeting 
in December, will have an easier task confronting it than heretofore. 

All Service legislation and proposed drafts of bills will be first submitted to 
the Legislative Councils of their respective branch and will then be reviewed by 
the Joint Board; the Naval members noting their approval or disapproval, with 
reasons, of Army Bills and the Army members doing likewise with Naval proposals. 

Thus, when legislation is placed before the Congressional Committees for con- 
sideration the members may see all angles of the situation without the necessity of 
duplicating an enormous amount of work in separate hearings and controversial 
arguments, 

It is understood that this plan was outlined before the recent meeting of Corps 
Area and Division Commanders at the War Department by Major General Sum- 
merall in the course of an address upon “Coordination” in which he stressed the 
necessity for team-work between the Services as growing hourly more and more 


important.

Nicaragua making them available for duty in China or to return to the States. 





ARMY PRIVATES CAST IN HEROES’ MOLD. 
OTH the commissioned and enlisted personnel of the Services display heroism 
in the course of their daily duties so frequently that it requires extraordinary 
events to gain recognition from the Service itself and the press. 

Two such instances occurred in the past week, the central figures being sepa- 
rated by the width of a continent. In Washington, D. C., Pvt. R. A. Pierce, 13th 
Engrs., who dove into the Potomac June 4 to rescue a drowning woman and then 
fled to escape adulation, has been revealed by his comrades as a hero, who twice 
refused Carnegie Medals for similar feats, the first time when he saved a girl -from 
drowning in the Susquehanna River eight years ago and the second when he rescued 
a member of a Boy Scout troop a year later. 

From San Francisco comes the report of the honorable discharge of Pvt. J. A. 
Kibbs, 30th Infantry, one of the soldiers who offered himself as a subject for tests 
made by the Army Medical Department to cure dengue fever. With several other 
courageous soldiers he was inoculated by fever-carrying mosquitoes and for several 
weeks was under observation at Sternberg Hospital, Manila, P. I. As a result of the 
experiments the Medical Department announced that it had been enabled to reduce 
dengue fever cases among U. S. soldiers from a former rate of 80 per 1,000 to 20 per 
1,000 in 1926. —--

4 S. M. C. Reserve, who will rep- 
resent the 4th Congressional Dis- 
trict of Minnesota at the next ses- 
sion of Congress, is a strong ad- 
vocate of National Defense. In re- 
ply to a request for his views on 
the maintenance of the Army and 
Navy and a possibel increase in ap- 
propriations if required, he gave 
the following exclusive statement 
to the Army and Navy Journal: 

I served in the Marine Corps during 
the war spending ten months overseas 
as an enlisted man, having enlisted di- 
rect from a military school. I am at 
present a captain in the Marine Corps 
Reserve. I am not in favor of the 
militaristic regime, nor do I believe 
in large standing armies, but I cer- 
tainly do believe in maintaining a 
military establishment in peace time 
of sufficient size to upheoid our self- 
respect and to act as a measure of pro- 
tection—at least as a warning to other 
nations, I feet that an army of 125,- 
000 is none too large and I am cer- 
tainly in favor of the 5-5-3 ratio for 
our navy, as established by the Wash- 
ington treaties. 

Yes, I would favor an increase’ in 
appropriations for military and naval 
administration, if the Military and 
Naval committees recommended such 
an inercase. 

am essentially a civilian and as 
such I am interested in the military 
establishment as a means of protect- 
ing civilian integrity and national 
peace. I am a very strong believer in 
a large civilian reserve because I be- 
lieve that such a reserve never will 
offer the danger of a militaristic 
regime, nor of a desire for military 
aggrandizement, and at the same time, 
however, will create a unified public 
opinion throughout the nation per- 
petually for the maintenance of an 
adequate standing military establish- 
ment, and also will make possible a 
quick mobilization of a _ partially 
trained army in the event of a na- 
tional emergency.

N AN ADDRESS last week before the Infantry School, General Charles P. Sum-

littling the American representation in the impending Tripartite Naval Confer- 
ence. In an address at Detroit on Tuesday he asserted that “we cannot expect very 
much from the Geneva Arms Conference when we read the personnel of the Ameri- 
can representatives there as compared to the internationally known representatives 
of Japan and Great Britain”; and then he wondered “what the people of the world 
will think when they recall that Lodge and Root and Underwood represented us in 
the Washington Conference and now we are represented by such men as Hugh Gib- 
son and Henry (sic.) Jones.” 

Well, we can tell him what we think and what the Navy thinks about Hilary P. 
Jones, whose name Harrison does not even know, and we can tell him what we think 
and what the State Department thinks about Hugh Gibson. First of all, let us say 
that Mr. Harrison has done the delegation serious harm by publicly declaring lack 
of confidence in our delegates. Europe and Japan will take the Mississippian seri- 
ously, whereas we who know him appreciate that he talks with his mouth and not 
with his mind. cians 
WE HAVE THE highest respect for the memory of Senator Lodge and the abilities 

of Messrs. Root and Underwood, but had they listened to the views of a man 
of the extraordinary capacity of Rear Admiral Hilary P. Jones, the tremendous con- 
cessions which were made by them in the Washington Conference would have been 
avoided, the strength of the United States would not have been so seriously impaired, 
and the impending conference might have been unnecessary, since the 5-5-3 ratio 
would have been applied to all classes of ships. The country does not know Rear 
Admiral Jones as the Navy and we know him. A thorough student, a foremost naval 
officer, an authority on international affairs and a keen observer of international 
trends, a devoted patriot, Rear Admiral Jones can be depended upon, with wise judg- 
ment, to protect and advance the interests of America. Mr. Gibson is a distinguished 
diplomat whose ability, soundness of views, and familiarity with foreign relations 
make him an ideal colleague for Admiral Jones. We hope to see Senator Harrison 
when he returns to Washington. Then we will give him an earful on his unfortunate 
and improper remarks. 


ADMIRAL MARK BRISTOL has been in Washington this week reporting to the 

Secretary of State on his achievements as High Commissioner to Turkey and 
receiving from that Secretary and the Secretary of the Navy his instructions in 
connection with the command of the Asiatic Fleet. The President and other officials 
look upon Admiral Bristol’s work in Constantinople as in accordance with the highest 
traditions of the Navy. Those who know us best are our neighbors; and in this 
connection we quote a few sentences from a public letter written by the President of 
Robert College: 

“Admiral Bristol’s service at Constantinople has been in many ways very re- 
markable. * * * His trained mind analyzed problems as they arose and searched them 
to their foundation principles. * * * His own sense of right was his compass. * * *” 





‘THE WORLD IS getting into a pretty pickle again. Jugo-Slavia has broken rela- 

tions with Albania, which means serious friction with Italy. The Soviet Min- 
ister at Warsaw has been assassinated. Back of the assassination in the Soviet 
view is Great Britain’s rupture of relations with Moscow and the consequent reoxy- 
genization of the imperialist movement to regain possession of power in Russia. The 
‘Albanian controversy naturally is not displeasing to the Soviet authorities since 
Italy, inspired by Great Britain, recently gave recognition to the possession of Bes- 
sarabia by Roumania. France is applying pressure to the Jugo-Slavian gevernment 
to compose its relations with Rome, and Great Britain is using its good offices with 
Mussolini in the hope that a way to assure the neutrality of Albania can be found. 
It now develops that Mussolini’s recent speech as to the necessity of a powerful 
Italy was inspired by the French conscription law, and also by the possibility of 
trouble with Jugo-Slavia. 

We haven’t mentioned China, which is always with us and which contains pos- 


sibilities of a world convulsfon. But we cannot help reflecting that President Cool-- 


idge knew what he was about when in his Memorial Day address he dwelt upon the 
need of preparedness. ;

HE National Defense Committee of 

the American Legion, which met at

Morrow Board recommendations had 
been tried out and results warranted this 
step. 

It is expected that the Committee 
agreement will result in the American 
Legion taking a definite stand after two 
non-commital conventions. 

Col. William Mitchell introduced the 
esolution after his first proposal, fa- 
voring unification of Army, Navy, and 
Air into one department of National De- 
fense, had been defeated by a vote of 8 
to 1, 

Maj. Gen. Hanson E. Ely, Commandant 
of the Army War College, and Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt had bitterly opposed 
the first proposal and were supported in 
their opposition by witnesses, one of 
whom, Col. Hanford MacNider, Assistant 
Secretary of War, pointed out that there 
was no need to build up greater forces 
until the manufacture of munitions had 
been increased. At present the entire 
country has only enough munitions to 
last approximately three months in time 
of emergency, according to Secretary 
MacNider.

Aeronautical Notes 


ODAY, June 11, Washington, D. C., 
is giving a stupendous welcome to 
Captain Charles Lindbergh, A. C. Res., 
upon his return to the United States 
aboard the U. S. S. Memphis from his 
epochal flight from New York to Paris. 
Captain Lindbergh, who has just been 
promoted to Colonel in the Missouri Na- 
tional Guard, and in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, will arrive according to schedule, 
at the Navy Yard, Washington, D. C., 
at noon today. He will be met by the 
Citizens’ Reception Committee, headed 
by the District Commissioners, and will 
be escorted down Pennsylvania Avenue 
by Troop E, 3rd Cavalry, as well as de- 
tachments of the Navy, Marine Corps, 
National Guard and Reserves to the 
Washington Monument where he will be 
greeted by President Coolidge, Com- 
mander-in-Chief, who will decorate him 
with the Distinguished Flying Cross. 

The Memphis, with Captain Lindbergh 
aboard, will be escorted up the Potomac 
River by the U. S. S. Los Angeles and a 
fleet of Army and Navy airplanes which 
will probably be headed by the plane of 
the Department of Commerce carrying 
Secretary MacCracken and Porter 
Adams, President of the National Aero- 
nautic Association. 

Following his official reception in the 
National Capital it is expected that 
Captain Lindbergh will fly to New York 
either on Monday, June 13, or on Tues- 
day morning, June 14, where another 
great welcome awaits him. 

Among the outstanding features of the 
New York reception will be a parade of 
service units approximately 15,000 strong 
comprising organizations from the Reg- 
ular Army detailed by the Commanding 
General, 2nd Corps Area, two companies 
of two platoons each of Marines detailed 
by the Commandant 3rd Naval District 
and four Companies of the Regular 
Navy, detailed by the Commandant, 3rd 
Naval District. 

The following are among. the units 
from the New York National Guard 


which will take part in the parade: 71st, 
14th, 165th, 107th, 106th Infantry; Head- 
quarters and Hdqrs. Co. of the 87th 
Brigade, Headquarters 93rd_ Brigade, 
Provisional Coast Artillery Brigade, 27th 
Division Trains, Q. M. C., and units of 
the 104th and 105th Field Artillery. 
There will also be 3 Battalions of the 
New York Naval Militia and the 77th, 
78th and 61st Divisions of the Organized 
Reserves. 

Lt. Clarence Chamberlin, A. C. Res., 
established a new World’s Record for 
distance in his recent nonstop flight from 
Roosevelt Field, N. Y., to Eislebein, Ger- 
many, covering approximately 3,920 
miles. 

Lt. Chamberlin flew a Wright-Bellanca 
Monoplane equipped with the famous 
Wright Whirlwind Engine and carried, 
as passenger, Mr. Charles A. Levine, 
backer of the flight. A brilliant recep- 
tion was given both pilot and passenger 
upon their arrival in Berlin, where they 
flew after obtaining gasoline. It is re- 
ported that Lt. Chamberlin contemplates 
a tour of the principal Capitals of Eu- 
rope ending with London and a return 
flight to the United States. Lt. Cham- 
berlin will be awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross. 





RADIO KITES DEVELOPED. 

The Bureau of Aeronautics, Navy De- 
partment, has been working on the de- 
velopment of smaller and more efficient 
radio kites than those now in use. The 
kite is used for hoisting radio antennae 
from a plane which has had an emer- 
gency landing and the antenna wire 
takes the place of the kite string. 

Samuel F. Perkins, of Dorchester 
Mass., has successfully concluded radio 
and signal kite tests at the Naval Air 
Station at Anacostia, D. C. Lt. A. I. 
Price and Ensign S. V. Edwards, U. S. 
N., flew the Perkins man-carrying type 
of kites with ease, showing they could 
be flown from a plane forced down at 
sea.

the meaning of the act of June 12, 1906, 34 
Stat., 247, and is not entitled to mileage 





A-18597. (S) Retired pay—Naval Re- 
serve Force officers. Officers of the Naval 
Reserve Force retired under the act of July 
12, 1921, 42 Stat. 140, in a provisional 
grade or rank without having been con- 
firmed in any grade or rank, are entitled 
to retired pay based on their first pro- 
visional grade or rank as officers only. 





A-17898. (S) Pay—Retired officer—Navy 
—Leave of absence. A lieutenant com- 
mander on the retired list of the Navy ad- 
vanced under the act of January 5, 1927, 
44 Stat. 933, to the grade of commander 
on the retired list of the Navy, to date 
from May 9, 1926, with the highest retired 
pay of that grade under existing law, is 
entitled from May 9, 1926, to pay at the 
rate of $4,312.50 per annum, the highest 
retired pay of a commander under the act 
of June 10, 1922, 42 Stat.

Financial Digest. 
By a Market Expert. 
( ‘APITAL expenditures by the railroads 

‘ of this country for new equipment 
and additions and betterments to prop- 
erty used in connection with the trans- 
portation service amounted in 1926 to 
$885,086,000. This was an increase of 
$136,895,000 over similar expenditures 
made by railroads in 1925, but a de- 
crease compared with 1923. 

Railway purchases during 1926 
amounted to $1,559,032,331, which was 
$167,000,000 more than in. the previous 
year. Of the amount expended 22 per 
cent was for coal, 20 per cent for fuel 
oil, 15 per cent for lumber and 25 per 
cent for iron and steel used in current 
maintenance and operation. 


During the four years from 1925 to 


1926, capital expenditures of the rail- 
ways aggregated $3,567,170,000. Of this 


total, $1,681,801,000 or 47.1 per cent was 
appropriated for the improvement of 
roadway and structures, while $1,885,- 
369,000 or 52.9 per cent was put into new 
equipment.
